Kelghird & Co:'s oil refining works to-day re- 
sulted In severe Injury to six persons,three 
of whom may die. Three . were sitting In a 
shed with their backs against the boilers, two 
were at the door and one was some distance 
away. Without warning a terrific, explosion 
occurred. The concussion was great and 
followed by thu noise of escaping steam.. The 
boiler house, a brick and frame structure, 
was, completely demolished, and hot ashes, 
flying bricks aud fragments of iron scattered 
in-all.dlrcclious. The remains of Iho shed 
were ignited and lire companies were sum- 
moned to the scene. The lire was soon 
extinguished . and attention 
paid to the 


work of extrlcaliog the Injured. Their names 
arc:* John Lcc, engineer aud tiremau, scalded 
seriously and eut'about tlie head, believed to 
have inhaled stoaiu; Weslley Koup, machin- 
ist, badly scalded amttiijured Internally, proli- 
ably fatal;, Wm.
